Nov. 27-Radio 
Corporation of America has d i s- 
closed a new invention designed to 
spot and help intercept e n e m y 
planes at vast distances and even 
knock guided missiles out of the 
skies. 
The invention, patended by RCA 
Board Chairman David Sarnoff, is 
said to combine the principles of 
television, radar, microwave relay 
and detection and direction finding. 
It uses equipment already devel­ 
oped, according to Dr. Elmer W. 
Engstrom, vice president in charge 
of RCA laboratories division. The 
invention can: 
1. Detect enemy planes, ships or 
missiles “ remote from the borders 
of a country .” 
2. Communicate running target 
positions instantaneously to a cen­ 
tral command post at home.

4. Intercept report and control 
signals from and to a guided mis­ 
sile and radiate identical signals 
either to jam the channel or coun­ 
ter-control the missile.

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National Health 
Chiefs Boom Tse 
Of Fluorine 


WASHINGTON Nov. 
27-H ealth 
officials today are drafting a pro 
gram designed to sell the public on 
the money-saving benefits of add­ 
ing fluorine to public water 
sup­ 
plies to reduce tooth decay. 
The proposal is one of a series 
under consideration bv the 50th 
annual conference of the Associa­ 
tion 
of 
State 
and 
Territorial 
Health Officers in Washington. 
Dr. John W. 
Knutson, chief of 
th* U. S. Public Health Service’s 
dental division, told more than IOO 
delegates at yesterday’s opening 
session that only 138 of the nation’" 
16,750 public water supplied use the 
process. 
Yet, he said, water fluoridation 
“ can assure a two thirds reduction 
in the incidence of tooth decay.” 
Moreover, he added, one dollar 
spent for fluoride would save $60 
to $70 in dental care. He called this 
“ a very conservative estim ate.”

THE 
ASSOCIATION 
endorsed 
the method at its 1950 meeting and 
now is looking for a way to pro­ 
mote its merits. 
The association is being asked by 
the Public Health Service to urge 
state and territorial health d epart­ 
ments to expand their promotional 
and educational programs. 
Knutson told the health officials 
that 80 of the 138 communities 


using fluoridation started the pro­ 
cess during the last year. 
He commented: “ At an annual 
rate of IOO communities a year, in­ 
stead of last y ear’s>record of 80, it 
will require 150 years to do the 
job.” 
Knutson said Wisconsin is in the 
forefront of states using the fluori­ 
dation technique, with 
60 of the 
state’s 300 public water supplies 
adapted to it. 
The official called on state health 
departm ents to press for fluorida­ 
tion of one-third of the community 
water supplies under their jurisdic­ 
tion during the next year.
